Letter From The Front 


October 10th, 1915 
Dear Brother Jack: 

Received your letter the other 
night while in the trenches, and be- 
lieve me I was sure glad to hear 
from youn 

I am back in billets just now for 
a little rest, so am taking this op- 
portunity to do my writing now. 

Well Jack, I am doing the best I 
can, and so far, if it was a case of 
an eye for an eye, and a tooth for 
a tooth I should be dead several 
times as it is I have had acouple of 
Narrow escapes. 

{ wish there was a telescope in- 
vented so that you could look right 
from there down on the battlefield, 
you would see some sight. The 
day time is generally pretty quiet, 
but at night as far as you can 
to right and left of you, the big 
star shells are going up like rock ets 
to light up the trenches so as to see 
to Also to that 
-bombing party is sliping up to your 
trenches, - We are as close as_ forty 
yards apart in places, so that you 
can imagine the strain on a man’s 
nerves, watching out for rifle gren- 
ades and hand bombs, trench mor 
tars and machine gun fire, not to 
speak of the rifle fire and the big 
sharpnell shells and high explosives 
the latter will hit parapet and 
blow it clear over you and bury 
you. ‘They also dig under yround 
and mine under your trench to 
blow you up. The night we moved 
out I nearly got a bullet through 
me, I had just moved a little to one 
side, when a steel bullet split the 
sand bag and buried itself in the 
back of the trench where [ was 
standing, I dug it out and am send- 
ing itto you. It is hard to get 
any souvenirs out, but I am sure 
this one will reach you, as the cap 
tain of the Y. M. C. A. is going on 
pass to England and is going to 
mail it there for ine. 

One sees some awful sights here 
but you have no time to stop and 
think of them, I was one ofa 
party the other night bringing up 
ammunition, we were discovered 
three times and machine guns open- 
ed on us as well as rapid fire, you 
have only one chance to escape and 
that is to fall flat. We were just 
getting up once when one of our 
men just behind me, was shot 
throug) the temple, an awfully 
Dice young fellow he was, too.  I[ 
saw him drop and crawled back to 
“where } I saw the 
wound [ saw it was all up with him 
and kvew it was no use gelting out 
my fieid dressing, he died almost 
immediately, 

At night it is a grand sight when 
a bombirdment is on, the sky is 
one continual flash of red, as if it 
was lightening, and the continual

roar of the big guns and bursting 
shell is louder then the heaviest 
thunder, there is nothing in the 


world to compare to it, or in hell 
either, 

When either side see anything- 
suspicious, they get the order to 
open rapid fire, we up on the para- 
pet and let drive as fast as we can 
pump, you don’t seem to care how 
many bullets are snapping past 
your head. 

I have just witnessed quite a 
sight, one of planes just swooped 
down almost to the ground from a- 
bout 9000 feet, with German shells 
bursting around him, also a score 
of machine guns playing on him. 
Old Fritz thought he had him, but 
he fooled them all, by speeding up 


engine and showing them a 
clean pair of heels. 

Talk about nerve, old time bat- 
tles one reads about, are nothing 
compared to this. 

I would like to send you'out 
some souvenirs, but it is almost im- 
possible to get them through. I 
am sending you a copy of ‘‘The 
Listening Post’’, it isa paper pub- 
lished by the 7th battalion and 
printed in a place where they are 
liable to be hit by a shell any old 
time. You will notice it is print- 
ed in the interest of the ‘‘Tom- 
my’s,’’? and that. most the news 
is peculiarly local. The paper is 
prinved twice a month. 

Hoping this finds you all in as 
good health as myself and «with 
kind regards to my old friends in 
Gleichen, I remain with love,

It is Jully expected that there will 
be from 200 to 800 horses in town 
tomorow for the French commission 
of horse buyers to purchase for 
their army, and if these prove sat- 
isfactory there will be little trouble 
in inducing the ranchers and farm- 
ers to bring in many more. ‘The 
trouble heretofore has been that 
when ranchers bave spent as high 
as $300 in bringing in horses they 
have not been offered enough to 
pay expenses. However, when the

298,199 BU. GRAIN RECEIVED 

During the month of October 7,887,120 pounds of 
grain was shipped from Gleichen, or over 131,850 bushels, 
according to the local freight agent, and the indications are 
that'this month will exceed last month’s, 

During the past week 34 carloads of grain have been 
shipped and 30 moré are on the order book. The total 
shipped for the season is 144 cars, but to tuis should be 
added three more from Stobart for the week, making seven 
from that point—a grand total of 151 billed from Gleichen. 

The rounds of the elevators yesterday morning show- 
that the total received for the week was 43,872 bushels of 
grain devided into 51,193 of wheat, 12,209 of oats and 570 
of barley. hus the total for the season is 298,199. 

Naturally there is some rivalry among the elevator 
men to secure business although they are not extensively 
advertising their particular advantages or methods. This 
week the Farmers elvator headed the list of receipts with 


31,671 bushels, the Alberta Pacific following with 16,101, 
the Pi 14,000 and the Imperial 2,500.

It was in the night 
and in the morning every one but 
his were dead. His lieutenant was 
much pleased and s¢aid, ‘If an 
officer had been there to witness 
what he had done he would have 
got the D.C. M.’ But as he said, 
‘It is not for that a soldier does 
his duty’.’’

“INDUSTRIAL CANADA " 
AND WAR INDUSTRIES 


(Bees Vindication of National Policy 
in Fact That Dominion Is Turning 
Out War Materials 
According to “Industrial Canada,” tn 
@ recent issue, the war is vindicating 
Canada’s national policy. The manu 
facturers’ journal explains its post- 

tion in the following paragraph: 

Further vindication of the Nattonal 
(Policy has been furnished by the pre- 
sent war. If we had followed the 
‘Free Trader's ideal in Canada and con- 
fined the energies of our people to 
agriculture and the production of raw 
material, we would not now have an 
industrial system with which to ald 
fn the gigantic task of producing suf- 
ficient munitions to overwhelm the 
enemy. Our factories are busy turn- 
fing out all kinds of military equipment 
for ourselves and our allies. If the 
National Policy had never been put in 
operation the industries of Canada 
would have been small, localized, and 
almost at the mercy of their powerful 
competitors from abroad. This war 
has proved that a country which has 
no industrial system cannot’ hope to 
defend itself successfully. A powerful 
belligerent can cut off importations 
and reduce to impotence an adversary 
which does not possess factories in 
which to make munitions. A country 
which is almost entirely agricultural 
must buy its weapons and supplies. 
If it cannot buy them its situation is 
deplorable. When the present war 
broke out, Australia, Canada, New 
Zealand anu South Africa, the four 
great self-governing Dominions which 
have built up industrial systems be- 
hind protective tariffs, immediately 
began to uitilize their factories to 
equip their own forces and to supple- 
ment the overtaxed factories of the 
Motherland and also to create and 
organize new industries. The policy 
which produces such results should 
mot be discarded. 


LESSONS FROM AUSTRALIA 


flow the Boot and Shoe Tariff Has 
Helped Manufacturers There 

According to a recent United States 
Bureau of Commeice report, the effect 
of the tariff on the Australian shoe in- 
dustry has been very marked. During 
the years from 1909 to 1913 the Tariff 
Commission in its reports finds that 
the imports have not averaged more 
than about 10 per cent. of the total 
requirements of the market. It is 
true that in 1913 the percentage of 
{mports slightly increased, but this 
was due in large measure to a greatly 
increased consumption caused by im- 
migration, and to the fact that local 
Manufacturers had not been able to 
extend sufficiently to keep up with the 
increased demand. There is also dit- 
floulty with respect to securing skilled 
labor. 

It is interesting to know that the 
duty on imported boots and shoes from 
the United Kingdcm is 80 per cent., 
and from the United States 35 per 
cent. On the top of this are the costs 
of importing, which average 10 per 
oent., and with the statutory addition 
of 10 per cent. for landed values make 
the total protection against the United 
Kingdom 43 per cent. and against the 
United States 48% per cent. It 
should be noted that the Canadian 
tariff on boots and shoes is, under nor- 
mal conditions, 26 per cent., and even 
with the addition of the war tax is 
only 30 to 32% per cent. No doubt 
the measure of protection enjoyed by 
the Australian manufacturer would be 
Wegarded as very high in Canada, but 
the fact remains that it has secured 
for the Australian workingman and 
Manufacturer the bulk of the home 
market. When every one can find em- 
ployment at good wages the disposi- 
tion to criticize the means by which 
this condition is secured is not very 
great. It is apparent, too, from the re- 
port referred to that the boot and shoe 
manufacturers of Australia, as a 
whole, are satisfied with the existing 
tariff, and are not clamoring for more, 
The same condition is true in Canada, 
the Canadian manufacturer basing 
content for the most part with the 
amount of protection he now enjoys.
